Examiner f s Amendment

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . Claims 10-17, drawn to a non-elected invention, have been canceled. 

Remarks 

Claims 1-9 and 18-29 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on June 23, 2008 has been considered 
by the examiner. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

The rejection of claim 18 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) based on Sheem et al. (U.S. Pat. 
6,355,377 Bl) has been withdrawn. 
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The rejection of claim 18 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based on Miyabayashi et al. (U.S. Pat. 
5,401,598) has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 1-9 and 18-29 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) based on 
Sheem et al. (U.S. Pat. 6,355,377 Bl) and Miyabayashi et al. (U.S. Pat. 5,401,598) has been 
withdrawn. 

In withdrawing the ground of rejection based on Sheem et al. and based on Miyabashi et 
al., the examiner concedes with applicant's assertion that the prior art does not teach or suggest a 
shell or surface layer comprising crystalline carbon micro-particles. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Aymard et al. (U.S. Pat. 6,066,413) teaches for an active material of a lithium batter 
a crystalline carbon such as graphite which, after a grinding step, agglomerates into "laminar 
particles or disks of diameters ranging from about 20 fim to 50 fim...." See col. 4 line 35 to col. 
5 line 17. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-9 and 18-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest the instant invention regarding a negative active material comprised of 
a carbon core having a carbon shell of crystalline carbon micro-particles.
